At ^proxinately lOiOO A*M. cn the date that he was hitchhiking in 
Frederieksburgy Vs. he was picked up by an unknown indii^dual driri ng a 
19hl Lincoln Continental Convertible. The drlvery after queetioning^Hlf^ 
as to his destinationy to ld^hia be was enroute to Gharlestony South C aroli na 
and would be glad to give a lift as far as Charleston. 


After the vehicle was underwayy the driver identified hiissclf to 
as (HTF-SQ^GESSy a British Piplomaty stationed In the United States. BURCESS 
personally drove his car as far as Richmondy Virginia where brake trouble 
developed and it was necessaiy to secure Minor brake repairs. These r^airs 
were handled at the Ford Garage on Broad St. near the Railroad Station in 
Riehaondy Virginia and requir^ app rogima tely one-half hoiur.
